Also Presented the Case to President Hawes of the 
Police Board—No Harm Can Be Done, They 
Say, by the Ordinary Pyrotechnics. 


A strong and organized protest agra‘nst 


the propos’ issuance of a proclamation 
by Mayor Ziegenhein forbidding the dis- 
charge of fireworks on the Fouirh of July 
is be'ng made. 

Mayor Ziegenhein announced Monday af- 
ternoon and reiterated the statemen: Tues- 
day morning that he had decided to i®frue 
euch a proclamation, and as a result a com- 
mittee of fireworks dealers called upon his 
honar and upon President Haws «f the 
police board Tuesday and made a vigorous 
protest. In this they «gf: backed up by a 
frong public sentiment. 

The committee, which was ied by Harry 
Feuerborn, called at the City Hall and, 
upon the suggestion of the mayor, later 
called on President Hawes of the Police 


Board 

The committee asked the mayor to modl- 
fy the proclamation he intended to use so 
as not to prevent the use of ordinary fire- 
works and placing the ban only upon fire- 
arms, cannon crackers, bombs and the 
torpedoes of dangerous size. 

The mayor declined to make a definiete 
statement to the committee upon the occa- 
sion of its first visit, but said that if the 
members would call on President Hawes 
and President Whittaker of the transit 
company and present their proposition, he 
would be pleased to see them ater in the 
day, and whatever expression of wpa 
they might secure from these gentlemen 
would “be given consideration” by him. 

President Hawes told the committee that 
inasmirch as the police board intended to 
meet at 2 o'clock In the afternoon he would 
prefer that they present their protest to all 
the commilesioners in: session. Under the 
circumstances, Presideni lawes said, he 
would not undertake to decide what should 
be done, although he was frank to say 
that he indersed the position taken by the 
mayor and hoped that he would issue the 
proclamation. 

The committee which

While the committee was composed of 
wholesale dealers it represented the small 
dealers in fireworks, the larger number of 
which are located in North St. Louis and 
uth St. Louts. 

Mayor Ziezenhein admitted to the com- 
mittee that he had been correctly quoted 
regarding nis intention to Issue a procia- 
mation absolutely prohibiting the use of 
firearms the Fourth of July The com- 
mittee talked with him for nearly an hour, 
explaining that the dealers were willing 
that the use of certain classes of fire- 
works and the discharge of firearms and 
cannon erackers ‘be prohibited. They 
thought, however, that a proclamation pro- 
hibiting the discharge of any fireworks 
would be unnecessarily sweeping and un- 
ust and *hey sought to induce the mayor 
to agree to a modification of the regula- 
tion he had outlined In advance in the 
newspapers. 

The mayor ‘iid not give the committee a 
definite anawer to its proposition, 

“You gentlemen talk it over a while 
more,” he said. ““Then come back and see 
me and tell me what you think.’ 

Then the mayor meandered down the 
walk from the City Hall and left the com- 
mittee thinaing. 

After the conference with the committee 
the mayor when asked for his reasons for 
believing it necessary to prohibit the dis- 
charee of fireworks in St. Louis this Fourth 
of July made th's puzzling statement: 

"] don't think it neressary.”’ 

"Then. why will you issue the proclama- 
tion?’’ be was asked. 

“Well, you see a thousand or so people 
have asked me to do it because they were 
scared that some trouble might happen on 
account of the strike. I am not at all 
afraid of any trouble or damage, but they 
are and I believe in the voice of the people.”

A. W. Losee, representative of the Ameri- 
(‘o., says: “I do not think 
fireworks on the Fourth of 
July should be stopped altogeather. The 
fireworks could be restricted to. the kind 
that can do no damage, if necessary, but 
the fireworks should not be abolished alto- 
ether. If this is done it will work a great 
ardship on many of the smaller dealers 
who have iaid 'n stocks of fireworks, ex- 
pecting to tecoup in the Fourth of July 
trade what hus been lost since the strike 
started.’’ 

E. R. Schwerdtmann of the Schwerdt- 
mann Tov Co. has this to say: ‘‘There are 
many kinds of hreworks that could be used 
to celebrate the EKourth of July. which 
could do no harm. If fireworks are for- 
bidden altogether a number cf dealers who 
have laid in stocks will suffer heavily. I 
notice Mayor Ziegenhein says in a news- 
paper article that there is plenty of time 
yet to give warning so people will not lay 
in their stocks. I wish to say that every 
stock of fireworks in St. Louis was bought 
as far back probably as last December 
or January, wren the strike conditions 
now existing were entirely unforeseen. Ro- 
man candles, pin-wheels, balloons, sky- 
rockets and that class of fireworks really 
make the best display and their use will 
injure no one. Let the larger firecrackers 
and guns and pistols be forbidden. if neces- 
Sary, but .et the other fireworks remain.” 

Fr. A. Weber, 2012 Mast Grand avenue, is 
another dealer in fireworks who makes a 
Strong protest against the mayor's procla- 
mation. 

Mr. Hawes said: 

mayor's proclamation was the re- 
of a conference jbetween the police 
board, Col, Cavender, Sheriff Pohlman and 
the twelve police captains. The captains 
and Col. Cavender were of the opinion that 
the innocent use of firecrackers and fire- 
works would be used as a cloak by the dis- 
orderly element for the firing of more dan- 
gerous explosives and firearms. They agreed 
that it would be impossible to control the 
situation under those circumstances and 
that the welfare of the whole city de- 
manded that no explosives be used at al! on 
the Fourth. The work of the posse would be 
greatly increased by the fact that with so 
many small explosions sounding all day it 
would be impossible far them to locate real 
trouble. However, the matter will be dis- 
cussed again at the board meeting this 
afternoon.” 

“I cannot too strongly indorse the mayor's 
expressed intention of issuing the prociama- 
tlon prohibiting the use of fireworks on the 
Fourth of July,” said Chief of Police Camp- 
bell to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday morning, 
“If the proclamation is issued it will save 
the police a great deal of annoyance and 
will permit us to perform our important du- 
les intelligently 

“If the prociamation be issued the police 
will see that it is rigidly enforced. We wil: 
arrest every person who discharges fire- 
works. The police will go right into the 
yards of the people and make such arrests 
as may be necessary. 

Whenever we will hear an explosion on 
the Fourth we will rush right to the piace 
and investigate it. If the people 
lowed to discharge fireworks on that day 
the police would not know when some car 
had been blown up until some citizen noti- 
fled them that several persons had been 
killed. As it is. whenever the police hear 
any such a noise they will rush at once to 
the place where the noise appears to come 
from and the police will be able to handle 
any trouble should ft ariae.”’ 

Sheriff Pohiman said: ‘| regard the ban- 
ishment of fireworks on the Fourth of July 
as the necessary thing to be done by the 
mayor. Of course, if the celebration could 
be limited to shooting fireworks and pin- 
wheels and that sort of thing there would 
be neither harm nor danger in it But 
this would be out of the question. And if 
the mayor forbids fireworks, why, I shan't 
have any in my yard—that's all. Another 
thing, 1 want to get my posse off, and if 
there are no fireworks this will be more 
easily done than if the day is celebrated in 
the usual] style."’

PASSENGER TRAINS MEET, 


ON MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE APPROACH, 


AND NO ONE IS INJURE 
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Thrée hundred and fifty Sunday-school 
superintendents. teachers and pupils had a 
miraculous escape in a railroad collision on 
the eastern approach to the Merchants’ 
bridge Tuesday morning. 

The train of eight coaches in which they 
were going to. Jacksonville, IIL, via the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, in charge of 
Conductor Wm. Prough was run into on the 
bridge approach at Madison, by the C. & A. 
midnight special from Chicago, due in St. 
Louis at 8 o’clock, but 15 minutes late, which 
was in charge of Conductor Geo. Dales.

The trains came toayxether on the high 
embankment leading to the bridge, about 
a quarter of a mile west of the Madison- 
Venice station of the Merchants’ Terminal

The excursion train, which left Union 
Station at 8 o'clock, with its happy had 
of men, women and children, was running 
down off the bridge. 

At the point where the collision cccurred, 
there is a switch connecting the east ind 
west tracks. A signal station «stands about 
100 yards west of this switch. 

It has not been aetermined whether tho 
signal was in error or whether the engineers 
made a mistake. 

No. & the heavy night C.. & A. train 
from Chicago, was speeding up the grade 
toward the bridge. 

Before either engineer was aware of the 
mistake the engine of No. & had entered 
the switch and was bearing down upon the 
center of the excursion train, directly in its 
path. Attempts to stop the heavy express 
train failed, although they decreased her 
epeed., 

No. &'s engine struck the excursion train 
about the center and almost squarely be- 
tween the two coaches. Her nose rubbed 
the side of the front coach and smashed 
in the corner of the one behind, then 
bounded alone and scraped the siding off 
along its whole length. . 

The front of No. 8 engine was crushed but 
it was not disabled.

The engine cf No. 8 was unhooked, an- 
other was substituted for it, and the train 
came on to St. Louis, efter a delay of 
about half cn hour. 

By noon the wrecked cars were cleared 
away.

ADMIRAL SEYMOUR’S FORCE 


RETREATING TO TIEN TSIN 


CUT OFF AND SURROUNDED 


A Body of Troops From 
Allied Army on the 
Way to His 
Relief. 


THE POWERS HOLD TIEN TSIN 


Taken by the Allies on Last 
Saturday With Small Loss 
in the Assault. 


NO LATE NEWS FROM PEKIN. 


Six Viceroys Ask the United States 
and Europe to Cease Sending Troops 
to China Until Li Hung Chang 
Reaches Pekin.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June %.—<After a 
day of uncertainty and suspense official 
in°ormation came with a rush early today 
concerning the forces operating at Tien 
Tsin and those seeking to break through 
to Pekin. Admiral Kempff’s dispatch and 
that from Consul Fowler at Che Foo both 
confirmed the reports that the combined 
forces which have been operating near Tien 
Tsin entered the city on the 2rd. This is 
the relief column including Maj, Littleton 
Waller and 130 United States marines, 
which suffered a repulse on their first 
movement. Beyond the brief statement of 
four killed and seven wounded, nothing 
has come as to the casualties of this first 
attack, but the result of the second move- 
ment, which nas been awaited with deepest 
concern, is now cleared by the admiral’s 
report that the force has got through with 
small loss. 

It remains yet to be reported how the re- 
lief column found affairs at Tien Tsin, 
where, according to the unofficial reports of 
last week, anarchy prevailed and the for- 
eign quarters were destroyed. 

But the admiral’s report turned attention 
in a new direction by the statement that 
Pekin relief force is reported ten miles from 
Tien Tsin, surrounded. This is the first 
word of any kind that has located the 
party of 2000 under vice-admiral Seymour 
and included Capt. McCalla, with about 100 
United States marines. The last’ heard of 
them was on June 12—just two weeks ago— 
when they were stalled at Lang Fang, 
about two-thirds of the way from Jien Tsin 
to Pekin, short of supplies and water, the 
railroad torn up, 4nd with a menacing army 
of Chinese about them, 

In Admiral Kempff'’s information it dis- 


closes that Admiral Seymour's force has 
not been able to get through to Pekin, but 
has retraced a good part of the distance 
,reviously covered, and is now back within 
ten miles of Tien Tsin. The whole distance 
from Tien Tsin to Pekin is about eighty 
miles. and the Seymour expedition when at 
Lang Fang had covered about fifty miles of 
this distance. It is to succor this Seymour 
party that the latest expedition left Tien 
Tin on the 2th inst., according to the clos- 
ing words of Admiral Kempft's report.

In*perial Decrees Show That the Gov- 
ernment Is Responsible for the 
Present Situation. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—

This is a translation of one of 
crees which were issued by the 
Yamen (Chinese Foreign Office): 

“As the Italians have not .ad their am- 
bitions gratified in respect to the cession 
of San-Mun Bay to them, it is apprehended 
that they may try to seek oppertunity for 
seizing other portions of our coast 

““Moreover, the arbitrary and aggressive 
actions of the French at Kuang Chan, 
where they stirred up disturbances in arder 
to obtain further pretexts for demanding 
concessions from the imperial government, 
may lead to actual hostilities between 
China and France. 

“It behooves us, therefore, to exercise the 
utmost vigilance and watchfulness” to 
guard against a sudden aggression, and to 
be always prepared to resist an enemy. 

Your smoclienct is, therefore, urged to 
enjoin all this upon the generals and com- 
manders of troops garrisoning important 
points within your jurisdiction, and not 
only this, but to be prepared also to give 
aid to your brother viceroys and govern- 
ors whose territories adjoin your own. 

“It has been on evil practice among the 
high provincial authorities to consider that 
the duty of any one of them les only In 

uarding safely the region lying within 

is own jurisdiction, ignoring ‘the crisis 
that may be taking place in the next ad- 
joining provincs, forgetting that, his 
neighbors being overcome, his turn_ for 
overthrow becomes a near possibility. This 
lack of union is lamentable, but it must 
not be continued from this date. 

“This Yamen has received the 
commands of her Imperial Majesty, the 
Empress Dowager, and his Imperial Maj- 
esty the Emperor, to grant you full liberty 
and powers to resist by force of arms all 
ageressions "pon your severa! jurisdictions, 
proclaiming a e#tate of war, if necessary, 
Without first asking for instructions from 
Pekin; for the ioss of time may be fatal 
to your security and enable the enemy to 
make good his footing against your forces. 

“Finally, vour excelliency will be held 
responsible for any repetition of indecis- 
ion or too great trustfulness in the decia- 
pations of an encroaching enemy, such as 
happened, for instance, to Gen. Chang Kao 
Yuan in Shantung.”’

CROKER IS FOR SIXTEEN 10 ONE 


But He Failed to Indorse for Vice-Pres 
ident Either Murphy, Sulzer, Dan- 
forth, Girdner or McClellan. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Richard Croker 
will spend a couple of days at Senator 


Murphy's home itn Long Branch before 
their trip to Kansas City begins. The 
Tammany leader's physician has advised 
him to bathe his injured leg in salt water, 
but he placed no injunction upon his pa- 
tient to abstain from talking politics while 
the bathing is in progress, and politics 
will doubtless play an important part in 
the Long Branch visit. By the time the 
western trip begins Mr. Croker hopes to 
have a plan under way for a coalition of 
the Tammany and Murphy forces, so that 
when Kansas City is reached a definite 
campaign may be announces. 

Mr. Croker would not say last night what 
action he and Senator Murphy had agreed 
to, but one of his friends admitted that 
he was out for sixteen to one. The two 
leaders will start from this city Friday. 
With them will go Mr. Croker’s physician, 
Dr. John F. Cosby, and his friend, Andrew 
Freeman. No other New York Democrat 
will be of the party. Congressman Sulzer 
will go west on Wednesday. 

Mr. Croker will go down to Tammany 
Hall this afternoon and have a talk with 


the district leaders. This talk, it is said, 
will be for the purpose of arranging final 
details of the Kansas City trip and will 
have no political significance, unless one 
of the vice-presidential booms that are in 
process of incubation should be brought 
up. 

There are five of these booms and Tam- 
many men generally are wondering which 
will receive the most favor from Mr. 
Croker. The most prominent is that of 
Congressman Sulzer, who has received as- 
surance of support from delegations from 
several other states.

WOMEN PULLING PLOWS. 

It seems very shocking to the American woman to read that 
among the Russien settlers in the Northwest women some- 
times help to draw the plow, as descrjbed in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. ‘The suggestion is made that the Canadian 
government should forbid it, because it is barbarous, It is 
claimed that it shows gross laziness and stupidity on the 
part of the Russian men. 

The probability is that with the Doukhobors, who take this 
method of cultivating land, it is a case of grim necessity and 
will be voluntarily abandoned as soon as they get sufficient 
means to buy draught animals. 

Given a strong peasant family, settled on a piece of land in 
America, with only their labor as first investment, the prime 
necessity is to turn over as much soil as possible. As it takes 
muscular strength and skill to guide a plow, it may be that 
the Doukhobors find it a natural division of labor for the 
women and children to pull and the strongest and most skill- 
ful man to turn the furrow. 

Perhaps the Doukhobor’s idea is that it is better to have a 
plowed field, if one is a farmer, than to let it lie fallow while 
waiting for a draft quadruped.

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THE WAY TO SETTLE STRIKES. 

The settlement of the East St. Louis strike of painters and 
carpenters is an example of how the parties to such contro- 
versies should go about to procure a reconciliation. 

It was decided to leave the matter to the State Board of 
Arbitration, a body without legal authority to enforce its 
judgment, but, as appears in this case having moral influence 
which was respected by both contractors and workingmen, 

The board’s report published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
is a model statement. The matter was impartially investi- 
gated, arguments were heard from both sides and the circum- 
stances of trade fully considered. 

The result is a finding which commands the acquiescence 
of both parties and a peaceful settlement of what might have 
been an ugly dispute.

ENVOYS RECITE THE TRIAIS OF 
THEIR COUNTRY. 


“BROKEN PLEDGES AND FAITH.” 


Says the War Was orced on Them 
and Ask for Continuance of 
American Sympathy. 


NEW YORK, June %*.—The Boer envoys, 
who have ben tn this country for the past 
two months, today issued an address to the 
people of the United States, 

After expressing regret at their inability 
to accept muny of the invitations extended 
to them they expressed their thanks to 
the American public for “The deep sym- 
pathy they have shown for the cause of the 
two struggling republics. 

“We now feel convineéd that the boast- 
ful allegation of the colonial secretary and 
cther British statesmen that the citizens 
of this great country sympathized with the 
Lritish Empire in its attempt to crush the 
liberty and independence of our two small 
states is absolutely devoidsof truth.” 

The address tnen goes at great length into 
the history of the relations between Great 
Britain and the Boers, which it charac- 
terizes as ‘‘one of violated faith and broken 
pledges cloaked under the display of mag- 
nanimous and trreproachable principles.”’ 


Then follows a history of the political 
agitation which culminated in the Jameson 
raid. ‘‘Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Alfred Milner

The address concludes by saying that the 
envoys do not ask the direct or forcible 
intervention of the United States, but a 
en of public sympathy and sup- 
port.

Head of the House Refused to Union- 
ize His Factory So His Hired 
Girl Left Him. 


Here's a brandnew twfst to the servant 
girl problem. Maggie Buhr of helleville, 
Ijl., has gone on strike because the head 
of the houschold would not recognize the 
umtion. 

Maggie Buhr is the daughter of a farmer 
living two and half miles north of Belle- 
ville. For some time she has been vrork- 
ing {in the family of Philip Gundlach, the 
presiaent of the Gundlach Drill Works in 
Swansea, 


Last week the employes of the drill works 
cecided that they would have to be recog- 
nized as a union and also “recsive higher 
wages. They submitted an ultimatum to 
Mr. Gundlach, demanding that he recognize 
the union and pay them more money. 

Mr. Gundlach took a while to think it 
over and decided that he would do neither. 
He so notified the men. They took time to 
consider and decided that they would better 
let well enough alone and stay where they 
were, as Mr. Gundlach had said that he 
would not discriminate against them. 

But (Maggie Buhr was a hetter unionist 
than that. She was also more game. All 
unsuspected, she had been taking a lively 
interest in the comtroversy. When Mr. 
Gundlach went home after giving the men 
his answer, Maggie asked him if he was 
sxoing to recognize the union. He said he 
was not. 

‘*Then you can look for another girl,”” sald 
Maggie Buhr. “I'd be ashamed to work for 
aman who wouldn't recognize the union. 

And Maggie packed her clothes and Mon- 
day she went back to her home in the coun- 
try. 

And now there is a place at the Gundiach 
residence for a girl who has no compunc- 
tions about working for a man who refuses 
to recognize the union,

ST. CHARLES BANK PRESIDENT 
TOOK HIS OWN LIFE. 


JUMPED FROM A FERRY BOAT. 


Since His Fall Into a Well Last Week 
‘His Actions Have Induced a Theory 
of Temporary Insanity. 


Benjamin Franklin Becker, president of 
the First National Bank of St. Charles, 
Mo., committed suicide Monday afternoon 
by leaping from the ferryboat Fawn into 
the Missouri River. 

At the time Mr. Becker wae supposed to 
be temporarily insane from the effects of 
a fall into a 75-foot well at his St. Charles 
home last Monday. 

He was 50 years old, a widower, and left 
two daughters, the Misses Vivian and 
Grace Becker, aged 18 and 16 years respec- 
lively. He was one of the leaders of busi- 
ness in St. Charlés and is thought to have 
been worth $300,000. His home wae a beau- 
tiful one on West Clay street. 

Monday rmorning Mr. Becker's 
William Becker of 1829 Hickory street, 
Louis, visited him. Franklin Becker, as he 
was known to his friends, had acted queerly 
at times since his terrible experience with 
the well, but he recéived his brother cor- 
dially and talked rationally about business 
and family affairs. 

After luncheon he left home, 
brother he would return in a 
He walked to the ferry landing, 
mile, and went aboard the boat. Capt. 
Bergfeld, the pilot, was surprised at his 
appearance on the boat. Mr. Becker went 
to the hurricane deck. When the boat 
reached mid-siream he was seen to lay 
his hat and w.mbrella on the roof and spring 
into the stream. 

Those who saw him jump hadn't time to 
reach him. Before the boat could be 
stopped he had sunk the third time, having 
made no attempt to save himself. 

Just before he sprang he was heard to ex- 
claim: “Good-by, all.’’ He had left his 
card in his hat as a mark of identification. 
His brother immediately offered a reward 
of $100 for the recovery of the body. He is 
convinced that Franklin was insane at the 
time.
